1. UNDER THE FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND 
COOPERATION IN EUROPE (CSCE), SIGNATORY STATES ARE TO 
NOTIFY OTHER SIGNERS OF UPCOMING MAJOR MILITARY MANEUVERS 
AT LEAST 21 DAYS IN ADVANCE AS A CONFIDENCE-BUILDING 
MEASURE (CBM). THE ALLIED MANEUVER DESIGNATED "GROSSE
